The sensation which was caused by the pub- 
lication in the Post-DIsPATCH last evening of 
the inelegibility of members of the House of 
Delegates to sit in that body has seldom been 
equaled. As it followed so closely upon 
exposures of drunkenness and _ reckless 
legislation it might have been expected to have 
hardly moved the public, but ite effect was 
widespread, and the indignation expressed 
was appropriate to the character of the reve- 
lations. Some of the accused delegates held 
a meeting in which they vainly en- 
deavored to frame in English words the tor- 
rent of wrath they feilt within them. All sorts 
of vindications were discussed, but no action 


was taken looking to a publication of 
their defense to the charges 
made. In interviews published in the 


papers and had with the accused delegates by 
reporters of the Post-DisraTcH, the charges 
are discredited. The members were profuse 
in denunciation, though spare of facts. 
Ed P. Fox was one of the most violent, 
and indeed wholly without facts.

SOME POINTS OF LAW. 


The Legal Aspect Explained by a Promi- 
nent Lawyer. 


A prominent lawyer, in speaking of some of 
the points involved in the explanations offered 
by the various delegates, said: ‘‘A man whose 
wife owns property can hardly, because of that, 
be said to be atax-payer. It there be children 
living he has an interest in the property 


as long as the marriage holds by what is called 
the right of courtesy and the earnings of the 
propert oto him. The taxes are payabie 
out of the income and in that way he may be 
considered to pay the taxes, but that does not 
fail within the meaning ofthislaw. . 

The man, too, who just preceding his nom 
nation buys property that is delinquent, has 
not been a tax-payer for two years past be- 
cause ofthat. Aman cannot become a tax- 
peges forany period past by 2 acquiring 

he liability of one who has been delin- 
quent for that time. That is clearly an 
evasion of the law. Neither can 
aman be considered atax-payer when the 
property isin the, name of another. The ree- 
ord must show that he owns the estate and 
did own it and pay taxes upon it for two years 
preceding his election. The fact that it was in

the law. 


THE CONSERVATOR® LEAGUE. 


A Great Labor Organization—The Lake 
Shore Switchmen’s Strike, 

Cu1oaGo, July 2.—Council No. 1 ofthe Con- 
servatora’ League of America was organized 
in this city last evening. The League is the 
outgrowth ofthe present strained condition 
between labor and capital, and the members 
of the League think the time has come when 
some action should be taken to prevent the 
paralysis of business by labor strikes. It ap-

In ILIBERALS HAVING A HARD TUSSLE 
IN THE PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS. 


Gladstone Elected Without Opposition in 
the Leithsbarg District, Scotland — The 
Premier Strikes Back at the Land-Bill 
Opponents— Results of Te-Day’s Elec- 
tions The Campbell Divdrce Case 
Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowpon, July 2.—The single contest fought 
so far, at Colchester, is pointed to this morn- 

ing with rapture by the Times, as 2 

sign that in an average English con- 

stituency Gladstone’s revolutionary doctrines 

‘ have made no headway.’’ In reality the vote 

has not this significance. It is true the Con - 

servative beat the“iberal by 129 votes more 
than last year, but the Unionist total is less 
that the total Conservative poll of last year. 

Manifestly, therefore, as the Standard is forced 

to admit, there has been no transfer of sup- 

port. So far as this solitary election throws 
light on the struggle, it indicates 
that the Liberal Unionists mean to 
abstain trom voting. Unopposed returns are 
only significant to superstitious people as an 
omen of the final result. 

JOHN BRIGHT’S SPEECH 

at Birmingham last night caused the greatest 

anger among the Gladstonians, especially 

the young Liberals of the present gen- 
eration. In the smoking-room of 
the chief Liberal club last night, I heard him 
defined, amid general applause, as ‘‘a pot- 
boiling beacon, sneaking about the lobbies of 
the Commons, writing irrelevant letters. On 
this same occasion an informal vote was taken 
of perhaps thirty members present 
concerning the result of elections. 
The first question, ‘Will Glad- 
stone improve his parliamentary position?’’ 
was answered in the affirmative with two dis- 
sentients; the second question, ‘‘Wil!l Glad- 
stone improve his Parliamentary position suf- 
ficiently to enable him to retain office,’’ was 
answered in the negative by a majority of one. 

This vote, taken on the spur of the moment, 

will be found a fairly accurate forecast of the 

final result. From all I hear am forced to be- 
lieve that a severe defeat is hanging over 

Gladstone 's head, although it is twenty-four 

hours too soon to prophesy. 


The Electoral Struggle. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loypon, July 2.—On the eve of the great 
electoral struggle the Conservatives and the 
Unionists are distinctly the most confident. 
The returns of the elections, decided yester- 
day by the seats being uncontested, partly ac- 
count for this. These unopposed elections 
resulted in the return of fifteen Conservatives, 
eight Unionists, nine Gladstonians and three 
Parnellites. Add to these the result of the 
first contest at Coichester yesterday, where 
the Tory candidate, Mr. Henry Trotter, was 
again returned, and the total at midnight 
stands: Against home rule, 23;forit, 12. Of 
course,no prophecies as to the final result can 
be made at this early stage. Yet last night the 
Tory-Unionist coalition was confidently de- 
claring that the whole votes of the two parties 
will bear the same relation. In many constit- 
uencies the Tory-Unionist coalition has been 
faithfully kept. In others it has been broken 
down completely. A forecast of the whole 
situation is rendered extremely difficult by 
‘the triangular nature of the contest in 
many places, but the depression among 
the supporters of the Government and 
the elation among its opponents 
would hardly exist without some 
cause. The general impression in best in- 
formed quarters here, therefore, is that the 
Tories and Unionists will havea slight major- 
ity over the Gladstonians. Itis too early yet, 
however, to speak at all positively. Glad- 
stone himself is said to de despondent. John 
Bright’s speech last night, in which he said 
that Gladstone had apparently lost his head, 
has caused great irritation among the Liberals. 
Loud denunciation of him is heard on all 
hands. There is no confirmation of the 
report that Michael Davitt volun- 
teered to contest Lord Hartington’s seat 
at Rossendale. The Liberals there are much 
disappointed that they cannot get somebody 
to oppose him, believing that the general 
views of the constituency are strongly against 
him, but in view of his high-minded conduct 
of the campaign no Liberal of position is 
willing to attempt to unseat him, and nobody 
else has any chance of doing 80. It is now de- 
cided that Gladstone will not be able to speak 
in London. This loses the Liberals at least 
two seats. His voice has given way again at 
last under the strain.

GLADSTONE’S LETTER. 

LOEDOKR, July 2.—Mr Gladstone, in another 
letter, writes: ‘‘A special cause of anxiety for 
aspeedy settlement of the Irish question is 
my knowledge that if we embark in Lord 
Salisbury ’s miserable business of coercion all 
hope of effectual pfogress and practical work 
in England and Scotiand must be laid aside, 
for rural labor is even more urgent, because 
some of their friends, such as Mr. Collings, 
who were formerly impatient of any delay in 
legislation in behalf of labor, are now among 
the keenest opponents of giving England her 
rights, and have thus become obstructors of 
public improvements. 

GOSCHEN AT GLASGOW. 

Mr. Goschen, speaking at Glasgow yester- 
day, said that the handing of Ireland over to 
the Nationalists would be an act of folly, cow- 
ardice and shame, and that the Unionists were 
certain to carry the elections. 

THE PARNELLITES’ PROSPECT. 

Mr. Harrington, in an interview yesterday, 
ald the Parnellites were certain to retain 
eighty-five seats. They are also sure of West 
Belfast and have afair prospect in Derry. In 
Tyrone they are pretty sure to oust Hamilton, 
while for Mr. William O’Brien’s seat there will 
be a close fight, though his opponent, Mr. 
Russel, is not strong enough to invoke the en- 
thusiasm of either the Orangemen or Union- 
iste.

Tories, 9 Unionists, 12 Liberals and 3 Parnell- 
ites had been elected. 

PARNELL AND HEALY ELECTED. 

Mr. Parnell and Mr. Maurice Healy (Parnell- 
ite) have been re-elected to represent Cork 
City in the House of Commons. They were 
not opposed. 

A GREAT LIBERAL VICTORY. 

A most desperate electoral struggle between 
the Gladstonites and the Unionists ended to- 
day by the utter rout of the latter in the Par- 
liamentary district known asthe Leithburgs. 
Mr. W. Jacks was returned to the department 
as a regular Liberal by a majority of 3,587ina 
total poll of 8,840 votes. He opposed the 
home-rule bill, but was nevertheless con- 
sidered invincible in his district, and was 
nominated in the present canvass as a Union- 
ist to continue his opposition to the Premier’s 
Irish policy. Mr. Jacks’ hostility to Mr. 
Gladstone angered thousands of the 
Scotchmen of Leith, but they looked 
upon their opposition to him as hope- 
less and were unable to obtain a candidate 
to oppose him, all those mentioned for the 
seat having declined toran. The Tories, in 
order to emphasize the Unionist opposition to 
the Premier, withheld opposition and left the 
field clear to Mr. Jacks, so that he might go 
back to the House of Commons with a largely 
increased majority. 

At the last hour allowed by the law, the Lib- 
eral managers nominated Mr. Gladstone him- 
self as their candidate, the Premier consent- 
ing. Thus equipped, the Gladstonites went to 
work. This was so effective that Mr. Jacks 
became scared, and to-day withdrew from the 
fleld, leaving the Leith membership to Mr. 
Gladstone, who was elected without opposi- 
tion. This, with his Midlothian District, gives 
the Premier two seats in Scotland. He will 
perbaps choose to sit for the latter and select 
a reliable man to re-contest Leith, with as- 
surance of success. 

INDORSES BRIGHT’S ALTERNATIVE, 

The Times says it ‘‘rejoices to find the tone 
of John Bright’s speech in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Gladstone’s [Irish scheme 
as firm and uncompromising as 
the most ardent Unionist could desire.’’ 
Continuing. the Times says that Mr. Bright’s 
very simple alternative proposal would an- 
swer, or that the Parnellites would assent to 
it, we do not argue, bat it is at least intel- 
ligibie and not revolutionary.’’ 

PARNELL MENACED. 

Mr. Parnell! receives letters every day men- 
acing him with injury or assassination for his 
efforts to ‘‘dismember the Empire.’’ He has 
not, however, solicited the pro- 
tection of the police or called 
public attention to his perilous position. He 
is escorted everywhere be goes in his gam- 
paign work by a body guard of personal 
friends, all stalwart young Irishmen, who say 
they feel perfectly able to take care of him and 
themselves.

BRIGHT AND GLADSTONE. 


JOHN BRIGHT’s Birmingham speech is of 
course the most telling one yet delivered 
against GLADSTONE’S policy. It groups in 
a masterly way all the arguments and 
suggestions that can array against home 
rule the average Englishman’s self-suf- 
ficiency, his conservatism, his tendency 
to see nightmare horrors stalking behind 
every proposed change, and his prejudice 
against the Irish as [Irish and as 
Oatholics.

BRIGHT contends, satisfy the Irish if they 
were loyal enough to be satisfied even with 
GLADSTONE’S plan, and it should there- 
fore be tried by Englishmen ‘‘as one of 
the unexhausted resources of civiliza-

ITEMS OF INTEREST GATHERED IN THE 
VARIOUS RELIGIOUS FIELDS. 


Judge Cady Finds a Defender—The Split in 
the American Aid Association—The Y. M. 
C. A. Not a Fashionable Club—Sunday 
Subjects—Personal Gossip. 


The denominational differences that have 
rent the American Educational Aid Associa- 
tion make interesting an account of the rela- 
tion that existed between the association and 
the Baptist Orphans’ Home. Rev. Isaac W. 
Higgs, the association’s superintendent, is a 
Methodist, but came here with an introduc- 
tion to Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd of the 
Second Baptist Church, who gave an 
impetus to the work by throwing into it his 
personal Influence and energy. When Mr. 
Higgs began the receiving of waifs he found 
that a great many babies were placed in his 
bands. He could put children of an older 
growth into the different orphans’ homes of 
the city, but how to dispose of 
the babies was a puzzling question. 
At that time the Baptist ladies, who had been 


home, took the $12,000 they bad in bank and 
opened an institution at 2651 Morgan street, 
but as there was no Protestant foundlings’ 
home in the city they made it a babies’ home. 

It was entirely independent of Mr. Higgs’ 
association. Then Mr. Higgs thought the 


home might be just the thing to care for 
the babies placed in his hands and asked if he 
couldn't have rooms there for himself and 
wife. Some ofthe ladies thought this would 
not be wise, but on Dr. Boyd’s suggestion 
that it would be an assistance to Mr. Higgs, he 
was given the rooms at a certain fixed rate of 
board. He also contracted for the care of the 
babies at the rate of $6 each a month. Dr. 
Boyd was elected President of the 
Association, but at u meeting of 
the board, he said he would resign in the belief 
that a layman as president would remove any 
color ot denominationalism. In spite of this, 
when his successor was elected, Rev. Dr. 
Rhodes was chosen. At the same meeting Mr. 
Higgs suggested he had better be given some 
separate headquarters. This was taken as an 
evidence that somebody had complained of 
his running his association asa tail to a Bap- 
tist kite, and the Baptista felt somewhat
